McGill won the first intercollegiate 
debate with Queens this year, and 
was upheld by Messrs Hugh Farthiug 
and Donald McGuire, the negative by 
MesBrs J. W. North, D.A., and K. M. 
McTavish, H.A. 

The subject under discussion wns : 
"Resolved that the increasing size ot 
American and Canadian Universities 
was detrimental to the best interests 
Of College Education," McGill was 
awarded 60 for matter and 35 for de- 
livery, while Queens was given 55 nnd 
30 making the total 95 to 85. 

Mr. Hugh Earthing was in the 
chair, and the Union was well tilled. 

The judges were Mr. Justice R. A. 
K. Greenshields, Judge E. Guerin and 
Judge S. P. Leet and expressed them 
selves well satisfied with ihe excel- 
lent debating. 

Other debates will be held with To- 
ronto and Ottawa College. 

Mr. Farthing, leader of the affirm- 
ative opened the debnte by welcom- 



ing the visitors in the name of the 
name of the University. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Far- 
thing first dealt with the meaning of 
the resolution, which, he said, simp- 
ly meant thut the recent rapid and 
excessive growth of universities tend- 
ed to detract from the value of them. 
(<r"True function of a college is, ac- 
cording to llr. Murray, one of the 
best known educators in America," 
to become an intellectual and spirit- 
ual power which would be felt 
throughout the country. 

"The centralization of knowledge 
accompanies large colleges. Three 
quarters of the students from the 
Toronto University come from Ontar- 
io and of the totaV number one sev- 
enth come from Toronto. Under- 
graduate activities become the chief 
features, and the result iB that, large 
Universities do not come up to Dr. 
Murrays standard.
